generating into a mere home for the 
indigent children of McLean county, a 
Pantagraphtr interviewed the officials 
at the home in regard to the allegation 
and obtained from them a list showing 
the attendance from all parta of the 
state. There were m the home yesterday 
411 children, from eighly of the 102 
counties of the state.

heads the list with 28 children. 
Clark 


county comes neit with 21 children, 
then Champaign with 18 children. 
Mc- 


Lean county is fourth on the list with I. 
children. Macon has 12, Pike and Taze- 
well each 11; LaHalle, Lawrence and 
Rook Island eaoh 10; Fulton and 8t 
OlsirO each; Jefferson, Peoria and Perry 
8 each, etc. 


McLean county being the third or 


fourth county :n population in the state 
it is seen that her proportion of the rep- 
resentation is not disproportionate and 
that ths charge as made in the resolution 
is merely buncombe, 
Said the resident trustee last evening 


"All the inmites of the home have been 
admitted to the institution upon exactly 
the same basis. Any child who resides in 
Illinois and is, by proper affidavit shown 
to be the child of a dead or disabled sol 
dier or sailor of the union and in indigen 
oironmBtanoes is entitled to admission 
and the children now in the home are 
without exception of this class." 


WHEJ4 HO&S WILL BE CHEAP 


Prices Now Being Paid by Farmers 


Who Are Raising Them. 


Much less pork is sold now than befor 


the price was raised. The consumer i 
not charged much more. He used t 
pay 12% cents for the best outs. Now 
he only pays 15 cents. The bntchei 
would rather not sell ftt that pries, be 
oauae there is not muoh money ia it foi 
him. Taken on a week's bill of an ordi 
nary sized family the increased price 
would hardly be noticed. Still it ii 
enough to cut the demund down three- 
fourths. Beef is used instead, 
;. The price of pork is not likely to be 
lowered much before another crop ol 
pigs cornea in, That will be about a 
year, or late next fall at the most. Then 
it will be just as it was before. Every 
farmer will buva a big lot of hogs ace 
the price will drop. Now the stock 
raisers are paying fancy prices for brood 
sows. As muoh as $35 and $40 have 
been paid for single heads. There is no 
fear of a scarcity of hogs next year. 


The few who raised hoga this year 


made money easier than the operators of 
a gold mine do. One man had eleven 
brood eows that he wanted to sell a year 
ago. He could not get what he thought 
was a proper price and kept them. He 
raised seventy hogs and made about 
81,400 on them. 


Gravel Aoada. 


Q. Q. Way, of Gibson, writing to the 


Pantograph says that Drummer town- 
ship, in which Gibson is situated, has 21 
miles of excellent gravel roads and that 
all farmers are well pleased with the 
roads and willingly pay a tax of $1 on 
eaoh $100 valuation of real estate and 
peisonal property to get them. 
The 


township has an abundance of gravel and 
the cost of building a mile of road IB 
from 81,100 to $1,300. The funds to 
build the roads have been raised by a 
combination of subscription and taxa- 
tion. Mr. Way also says that until they 
began building gravel roads, no one sus- 
pected that the township possessed snob 
a wealth of gravel aa it does, and that 
one pit alone, which has been ditoovered 
and is owned by the township, contains 
enough material to gravel every road 
in the township, and that scores of snob, 
pits have been discovered in differenl 
parts of the township. Gravel when not 
taken from the township pit ooets 6 cents 
a yard. Hp-aking of arranging the pre- 
liminaries for getting a road Mr. Way 
says'

Tne death of Justice Lamar recalls the 


arnons debate in Congress when a pec- 
ion bill in whioh the pensioning of Mex- 
oan War veterans was provided for was 
amended by a provision thatJtS D^is 
ihonld Dot become a bentfinary under 
,he act. Mr. Lamar objected to the pro- 
posed discrimination against Mr. Davis, 
lolding that Davis was not a traitor but 
a patriot who led a movement on the 
?art of the South for liberty and oonsti- 
iutional government. Elaine and Hoar 
aad both replied to Lomar but faile-i to 
eilenoe him. "Zaoh" Chandler was then 
in the Senate, and being unable to r..- 
strain his feelings when Davis was re- 
ferred to aa a patriot, made a reply that 
completely disarmed Lamar and forced 
him to silence, which it is said was the 
only time Mr. Lamar was ever put to 
route in debate. Chandler said: 


MB. PRESIDENT: Twenty-two years 


ago m the hall of the old Senate, now 
occupied by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, I, in company with Mr. 
Jefferson Davis, stood up and swore be- 
fore Almighty God that I would support 
the Constitution of th* United Slates. 
Mr. Jefferson Davis came from the Cab- 
inet of Franklin Pieroe into the Senate 
of the United States and took the oatl 
with ma to be faithful to this Govern 
ment. During four years 1 sat m this 
body with Mr. Jefferson Davis, and saw 
thapreparatiors going on from day to 
day for the overthrow of this Govern- 
ment. With treason in his heart am 
perjury upon his lips he took the oath to 
sustaiu the Government that he mean' 
to overthrow. 
"Sir, there was method in that mad 


ness; he, in oc-operation with other men 
from his section, and in the Cabinet o 
Mr. Buchanan, made careful preparation 
for the event which was to follow. You 
armies were scattered all over this broac 
land where they could not bfaueed in an 
emergency. Your fleets were soatterec 
wherever the winds blew and water was 
found to float them, wheie they ooul< 
not be used to put down rebellion. You 
treasury was depleted until your bonds 
bearing 6 per cent,, principal and inter 
eet paid in gold, were sold for 880 on the 
dollar for current 
expenses and no 


buyers. 
Preparations were oirefully 


made, Your arms were sold under an 
apparently innocent clause in an army 
bill providing that the Secretary of War 
might at bis discretion sell such arms as 
he deemed fit, for the interest of the 
Government to sell. 


"Sir, eighteen years ago last month I 


sat in these halls and listened to Mr 
Jefferson Davia delivering his farewel 
address, informing na what our oonstitu 
tional duties to thifi Government were 
and then he left to enter into rebellion 
to overthrow the Government that he 
had sworn to support. I remained here 
air, during the whole of that terrible re- 
bellion, I saw our brave soldiers by the 
thousands and hundreds of thousands 
aye, I might say millions, pass through 
the theater of war. I saw their shattered 
ranks return.

Do We Want Hawaii? 


The arrival of commissioners from the 


.emporary government of Hawaii, in this 
country for the purpose of asking this 
government to either annex those islands 
to assume a protectorate over them ia a 
matter ot greater concern to this govern- 
ment than at first might seem to be the 
case. Their geographical location and 
commercial value to this country are 
matters that WB cannot well ignore. 
We 


jave had a reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawaiian government for a number of 
years which expired about a year ago. 
The treaty was one that made this the 
favored nation with Hawaii. 
It was a 


treaty upon the same plan adopted in 
the new tariff law, providing that in lieu 
of the admission free of duty to this 
country products, the like of which we 
did not produce, Hawaii either admitted 
free or for a much lees tariff those 
products we desired to sell it, than it 
admitted 
similar 
goods from 
other 


countries. 


The result of this was that during 


these years our trade with Hawaii was 
much larger than ita trade with other 
countries. 
In 1889 the total value of 


imports o' Hawaii was 85,439,000, of 
wliicb 81,306,000 came from the United 
State". Her exports for tha eame year 
werp v»lu»d at 813,874,000, of which $13,- 
841,003 oiime to the United States, which 
shows the closi commercial relations 
between the two countries, and leaves 
this country tut one thing to do, in the 
prissent crisio in that country if we con- 
sult our own interests', nam-ly to comply 
with the request ot the commissioners. 


Ihfse islands proJnoe sugar, molasses, 


paddy, rice, coffee and bananas all of 
whbh we consume and none of which 
we produce in qpantities sufficient to 
m°at the demands of consumption, and 
that we should be able to control the 
trade in these products is a matter of 
much importance to us. In addition to 
theaa advantages the strategic importance 
of the islands can hardly be measured at 
this time. In our control they oonld be 
made the American Gibraltar of the 
Pacific Ocean. Some of our moat emi- 
nent statesmen have desired to see the 
time when we could take possession of 
these Islands peaoably. 
That time has 


come and it would be suicidal to refuse 
the oft'dr which now comes to us un- 
solicited and free from intrigue on our 
part. By all means we ehould secure 
control of Hawaii.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30,1893.

ment for the erection of a grand monu- 
ment at the capital of the Nation he did 
so much for, in honor of Mr. Blaine. and 
there is little doubt that in due course 
of time such a memorial in bronze or 
stone, or both, will be erected; but Mr.

Tbe Law Applied to Strikes. 
The longest strike on record ia said to 


be the strike of the job printers of Pitta- 
burg, which was inaugurated October 1, 
1891, and still on, theoretically.

Mrs. Lease's Predictions. 


Buis little attention has been given by 


the prees to the declaration made by 
Mrs. Lease, the populist leader, upon 
hearing o! the election of a Democrat to 
the senate of the United States from 
Kansas. 
She declared that that act 


would drive 600,000 populists of the 
Bouth back into the Democratic party, 
while in the northwest it would drive 
the same number back into the Kepubli- 
oan party. 
Considering her previous 


course and that of the party in politics, 
this is a very remarkable statement for 
Mrs. Lease to make.

But it would have 
been much better for them and much 
more to their credit had they listened 
long ago to tho warnings of their friends 
than to allow themselves to become the 
tools of the enemies of the Republican 
party for the sole purpose o£ putting the 
Democratio party in power. Thousands 
of these men will be sorry thai they left 
the Republican party; but it is a little 
late for such regrets, tbe harm has been 
done and it will, in the nature of things, 
be much harder to defeat the Democratic 
party in power than to defeat it out ol 
power.

The recent drop in whisky, it is said, 


caught, quite a large number of promi- 
nent New York Democratic politicians 
napping, and the result is that they have 
lost large sains of money which they had

course, vary much chagrined over it, and 
in casting about for some one on whom 
the blame for their misfortune can be 
laid.have singled out Ex-Sacretary Whit- 
ney, the Cleveland boEe. They claim 
that Whitney unloaded before the Crop 
came, without notifying them, end left 
tbem to ''hold the sack'" 


A dispatch from Albany. N. Y., says 


that among those who lost in the drop is 
no less a personage than Graver Cleve- 
land, and that he lost heavily, and wlso 
blames Whitney for his misfortune; and 
it is also added '^hat Whitney and Cleve- 
land are now entirely out politically.

The re- 
sult, as stated by the dispatches, ia that 
Whitney and a lot of other Damoorata 
saw their opportunity to make a great 
haul and unloaded, leaving Cleveland 
and BOOie other Democrats, who were in 
the deal, to periab in tbe fall of the 
fabric.

Learning the Bnglieb Language 
The Republicans in the legislature of 


the state have agreed with practical 
unanimity to support a bill repealing the 
present compulsory school law and re- 
enacting another compulsory law with- 
out the objectionable features ot the 
present one. 


There are, however, a few members in 


the legislature in both parlies that insist 
that private and parocial schools shall be 
required 
to teach the 
rudimentary 


branches in the English language. They 
claim that the English language is the 
language of tie country; that all our 
laws are written in that language and 
that we have a right to insist that the 
people of no race making this country 
their home shall ba allowed to attempt 
through parochial schools to maintain a 
race distinction within tbis country. 


The first impulse ot every fair-minded 


American citizen is to say that this posi- 
tion is the correct one, and it is if the 
purpose of those who favor a certain 
class of parochial schools ia to keep up 
this distinction, and it were possible for 
them to do it. But they cannot do it. 
It is as impossible to prevent the Ger- 
man child fromlaorning the English IBL- 
gtiage if he is permitted to associate with 
children who speak the English language 
as it is to prevent them from forming 
other American habits from the same 
association, and there are few recruits 
theGerman parochial schools among their 
children. It wae this very fact that 
moved Cahensley to 'insist that every 
pcsaible effort should be made in the 
Catholio church to supply priests from 
every race to keep up race distinctions in 
this country by teaching them in their 
own peculiar language in order to hold 
them in the church. 


But Cahensleyism, if put in operation 


in thio country, could not yield the re- 
sults Cahenoley bespeaks for it. The 
child ot the foreigner of the present day 
will become Americanized, including the 
language, in spite of all the Cahensleys 
and other specialists, and in spite of all 
the parochial schools where children are 
educated in a toreign tongue in the 
country to-day, unleee they put tbeir 
children behind barred doors BO eeonrely 
deadened that they cannot hear -the 
merry laughter and ehont of the free 
American boy and girl. The American 
children of to-day are the descendants of 
foreigners. Every ta'nt of foreiguism 
has been dropped by generations until 
they cannot realize that they descended 
from foreign etook. Ihe same will be 
true of the children aud children's chil- 
dren of the more recent immigrant?. 


The children must become American- 


ized, in order that they may stand an 
even show in the battle of American life, 
It is not necessary to compel ar> English 
education by law when the lack of it 
must stand against every child unfa- 
miliar with it, as a constant penalty. In 
view ot these faots, it would be ex- 
tremely foolish for any member ot the 
legislature to stand out against a reason- 
able compulsory education law, because 
a bill for suoh an act does not make in- 
struction in the rudimentary branches in 
the English language compulsory. 


Specific Democratic Honesty. 


The senate yesterday adopted a resolu- 


tion providing for a committee to investi- 
gate the affairs of the Joliet penitentiary, 
and the country will now breathe easier, 
The [Republicans, of course, voted for 
the resolution.

The older members ot the house have a fund 
f reminiscences of the dead statesman. They 
efer to the memorable fight asainst tho first 
orce bill, which was led by Mr. Randall, of 
Pennsylvania, and which was opposed by that 
tatesman and his democratic friends. But in 
hat flght, says the republican father of the 
house. O'Neill, of Pennsylvania—who was an- 
ajronUtic to the view taken by the speaker— 
Jr. Randall's efforts would not have been 
crowned with success had it not b3en for Mr. 
ilaine. It was then, when the republican ma- 
ority was a large one, and filibustering by the 
lemocratsrompact, that Speake.1 Blaine quoted 
ho old proverb that "You may lead a horae to 
water, but yon can't make him drink." 


Mr. Holman. of Indiana, touched upon tie 


samo string with Mr. O'Neill, a republican, by 
•scribing the defeat of the force bill as much 
to Mr. Blaine as to Mr. Randall. "It was Mr. 
Elaine's fairness as a mau that permitted him 
,o defeat the force bill," the Indiana statesman 
»aid. Mr. Blaine never left any man in tho 
ehalr who was not a fair man. It wus his fair- 
ness which permitted tho democrats to fllibua- 
»r the force bill of those days to death. 


'I saw him march down the aislo like a great 


mastiff about to pounce on a little flate," said 
Mr. James Conns, the clork to the appropria- 
Uonn committee, who had • • t comt to Wash- 
ington from Tennessee to begin hii service on 
tho committee with which he is still connected.

His appociation of 'the «ffect of a statement 
and his sharpness was shown by the dramatic 
method in which ho eielaimed: 'I appeal from 
the judgment of that committee to the judg- 
ment of 41,000,000 of people.' The census had 
been taken in 1870 showing less than 40,000,000 
of people, and nobody wai talking about the 
population at that time. Mr. Bliine Deemed to 
have the faculty ot bringing facts home to 
people in this way and producing a sensation 
by drawing their minds to something* to which 
they had never given a thought. I remember 
Mr. Elaine's statemeut '44,0(1^000 of people 
started a running discussion which was taken 
up in the newspapers and the conclusion w»a 
reached that Blaino was about correct. 


"Mr. Blaino's other great appearance In thai 


congress, which was about tho close of his ca- 
reer in the house—as he was appointed during 
the congress to take Lot Merrill's place in the 
senate—was in his speech on the general am- 
nesty bill. This bill was brought in, I think, 
by S. 8. Coi, and I remember it was attempted 
to pass it with a rush. Blaine wanted to 01- 
cept Jeff Davis' and then occurred the Ander- 
aonville incident. His way of bringing back 
rjomothing people had forgotten with a vivid- 
ness that produced a sensation was shown in 
this spooch. He recalled the Andorsouvllle 
scenes In a way that shocked the whole world." 


THE CONKLIXQ BPISODE. 


Said one of the old stenographers of tho 


Louse: "Mr. Elaine's career In the house was 
marked by many exciting episodes. Ho first 
came into prominence through an altercation 
between Mmsoif and Mr. Roscoe Conkling, then 
tl meiube • of tho house from TJtlca, N. Y. 
It 


waq 111 th,3 war period, and Mr. Blaine made a 
bittor attack upon Mr. Coukling for having 
charged tho government for fees as a Jndgo ad- 
vocate whil'3 be was drawiog puy as amomber 
o£ congreHs. Mr. Conkling repolod tho attack, 
and indulged iu some sevoro criticisms of his 
antagonist, who, in ropiy, spoke derisively of 
Mr. ConkliugN 'magnificent turkoy-gobbler 
strut.' Tho incident excited great public at- 
tention at tho timo, and helped tobnnarboth 
actors In it into that prominence which tlioy 
ench enjoyed during the remaiudor of thair 
lives." 


"The national house o! roprosontativos," 


said tho same oxporiencsd reporter, has had 
few speakers, if any, who enjoyed greater pop- 
ularity among its members, or who exorcised 
more influence over legislation than Mr. Blaino. 
Democrats admired him for his impartiality and 
fairness nt much as for his abilities, and ho had 
no faster friond on either sldo of the chamber 
than Mr. Randall, tho unflinching Pennsylva- 
nia democrat. Up to and all through Mr. Ran- 
dall's IlluasB tho kindliest relations wero main- 
tained between tho two men who had boon so 
long associates on the floor «f the houbs and 
who had occupied tho speakois' chair with sig- 
nal ability and success." 


There are but seven of those who served with 


Mr. Blaine in the senate remaining in-that 
body where ho served so honorably and so 
woll. They ore Senators Allison, Cockrell, 
Dawes, Gordon, Mitchell, Morrill and Ransom, 
four republicans and throe democrata. 


Mr. Hale, tho junior senator from Maine 


who, perhaps, stands nearer to Mr. Elaine 
thau any othor mau in Washington, was too 
greatly moved by the porsonal sorrow that 
camo to him, to express his views concerning 
tho life and work of tho groat party loader. 
His remarks in announcing to tho senate tho 
death ot Mr. Blaine were delivered with much 
fooling and but parti? expressed the deopemo- 
tion that possessed him. 


Tho acquaintance of Mr. Frye, the senior 


Maine member, with Mr, Elaine, was very ex- 
tended. 
Bald he: "I was a mombor ot the 


Maine legislature when Mr. Blaino was the 
speaker ot the Maine houso, and I have baen 
closely connected with him ever aiuco. 1 was 
a member of the national house of representa- 
tives when b^ was speaker and succeeded him 
to his seat in the senate. Our relations nearly 
all the timo have been of tbo friendliest char- 
acter. 
I tliink he was the most brilliant 


man I ever know. He had a moat wonderful 
capacity 
for 
absorbing 
inforuintiou 
and 


a still more wonderful capacity for giving 16 
out at a timely moment. Ho was a very re- 
markable controversialist, and was rather fond 
of it. Indeed, his powers wero not fully shown 
in set speeches, ami he was a much more dan- 
gurous foe In a running debate. I do not think 
ho himself ever fancied making what is known 
as a speech. On the stnmp nothing pleased 
him better than interruptions, and he was 
wonderfully efl>-ctive in his replies. They were 
eo apt, as a rule, that some o! hi« enemies 
occasionally charged him with 'setting up jobs' 


Els fame la world-wife 
lis popularity and hia hold upon the popn- 
ar affection was not confined to bis own party. 
Jis death will be sincerely mourned."

With reference to Mr. 


Blaine, it may be truly said that his failure to 
je president waa an accident. Tho desire of a 
vain old gentleman, by alliteration, to make a 
striking sentence defeated the worthy ambi- 
tion of a lifetime, and in no small degree 
changed the direction ot public affairs in tho 
nation. la the whole history of tho natiou 
Ihere has scarcely boon a more striking figure 
;han Mr. Elaine, and no personality in the 
country is more strongly impressed upon his 
contemporaries. 
B"Mr. Blaine, with the exception of Henry 
Clay, waa the most brillUnt statesman and 
political loader this country has ever produced. 
An excellent judge of character, ho understood 
Instinctively the strong and weak points ot 
those with whom ho came in contact. Full of 
human sympathy, ho received all who ap- 
proached him with a kindness and affability 
that made them at once his i'riends. He was 
a most accurate judge of public sentiment and 
ho knew, wuat tow man did, how to present a 
question ot public policy so as to appeal to tho 
sympathy and win tho support of the people. 
Ho was a born loader of men and richly on- 
dowod by nature with all those qualities that 
make a great stutosman."

That without such 
training Mr. Blaine could achieve succoss iu

'James O. B'.alne diod within three days of 


the sixty-third anniversary of his birth and 
little less than thirty yeara from the time bo 
entered congress, Decoinbor, 1863. During this 
long and ovoutful period ho held tho attention 
and commanded tho respect of his countrymen 
to a most extraordinary degree—more, I think, 
than any othor political loader save Lincoln or 
Clay. Like Clay, his followers were loving and 
enthusiastic, and »llko they achieved great 
ekill, but failed to reach the limit of their am- 
bition—tho presidency. 


"Blaino was highly Intellectual and refined. 


He had great mental discipline aud vigor, with 
physical strength and tho courage of his con, 
victious. 
His learning and experience aavi

The facility aud variety 
of his attack and defense was unsurpassed.

leader, displaying great wisdom in coun- 
sel and formulating the principles and issues 
o! his party with great accuracy. 
He has 


epitomized a great part of his career in hlf 
work "Twenty Yearn in Congress," and addec 
to thla perpetuated his fame by the literary 
value of bis narrative. I have heard Gen 
Bhermau, whoso judgment In such matters was 
acknowledged, say that Blalne'a book was a. 
great work ana that he conuidoreil its lu.dc 
expressions and comprehensive and accurate 
statements gava It rank with Macaulay's his- 
tory. It is olio of our most valuable books. 


"JSlaine was an America!!, thoroughly aud in- 


variably—he loved our country and its institu- 
tions. His death will be greatly lamented, and 
the whole nation will do his memory honor. 
His critics will not bo in this country." 


Secretary Elkins: "Mr. Blaina was a won- 


derfully gifted man. He was one of thn great- 
est statesmen and political leaders tho country 
has produced. Ho had moro than any othor 
political leader of tho country, the staunchcst 
of friends. His control over men, Ills power to 
draw them to him and command their unselfish 
support, was beyond that of any othor party 
loader in tho history ot the country. His loan 
will be widely felt, but his I fe will bo a contin- 
uiuR inspiratiou to his party. Sir. Ulaine,

Ho sought tbo presidency in 1SSJ; but 
after Hint seemingly abandoned all hope of 
over reaching that high place. Of late years 
he was not only tho central Bguroin American 
politics but at all special gatherings aud v/hor- 
evor ho wont. In and out of office ho attracted 
moro friends and excited moro enthusiasm 
than any other citizen of tho republic. Wher- 
ever ho went people always ongorly turned to 
look at him or stopped to see him aa ho passed 
by."Ills claims to groatnoas will rest upon his 
literary work and his statesmanship. Either 
would place him in tho front rank of the great- 
est men of tho republic. His "Twenty Years 
in Congress" will stand as an enduring monu- 
ment and always make him truly groat. Tho 
strain put upon him and the effort made when 
writing his groat work I think had much to do 
in breaking down his health. Tho production 
of such a work in so short a timo; so just aud 
discriminating; so fair to contemporaries and 
to all; so thoroughly authentic and reliable, 
stands in tho history of literature nnparollolod. 


"His kindness and enthusiasm that so 


greatly attracted everyone were often mani- 
fested in a special degroo to Ponnaylvanlans, 
among whom he wan born.

I shall not Boon for- 
get tho last hour I spent with him, when ho 
talked freely about his fenllngs and his plans, 
about a week before he went upstairs for the last 
time. Pennsylvania mnv woll be proud of her 
brilliant don, cleverer than Henry Clay and as 
eloquent as Dnniol Webster." 


Secretary Rusk said: "I first mot Mr. Blaine 


In 1868, I then being bank comptroller In 
Wisconsin, to which state he camo to make 
tariff speeches. He was then one of tho most 
formidable speakers. Tho acquaintance then 
formed with him has continued uninterrupt- 
edly since, being weldod by our closer political 
relations during tho paat in tho foi ty-second, 
forty-third and forty-fourth congresses, la 
which wo wero members in tbo houso, he be- 
ing speaker. Our relations wero most cordial, 
and friendly in character. 


"For some timo past I have noted with deep 


regret'that physically he was not as vigorous 
as in former years. His death, while not un- 
oxpectcd, will be a groat shock to tbo people of 
the whole nation .irrespective of their political 
•entimonts." 


As has been stated, Mr. Blaino wag conscioui 


of his poor health. A prominent republican, 
who called on him about a year ago, in speak- 
ing of this, said: "I went to Mr. Blaine the 
latter part of last January, and I asked him If 
he was going to bo a candidate for tho presi- 
dency. Ho replied: 'No, sir; I cannot "enter- 
tain It for one moment. It would kill me sure, 
and I know it; and I do not believe I have a 
friend on earth who would aak mo to bo a can- 
didate if ho knew the state of my health.' H« 
then added: 'I am going to write a letter on 
the subject.' 


"After Mr. Blaino had written his letter, an- 


nouncing that ho would not be a ijandidate for 
tho republican nomination, ha was waited 
upon by hia friends and urged to reconsider his 
action. It was represented to Mr. Blaine that 
the campaign would be so easy for him as to In - 
Volvo no physical or mental exhaustion, and 
that the result would bo his triumphant elec 
tion. With an air of despondency tho sick man 
replied that bo could not live through a heated 
political campaign, or that if he should the

He laid he intended—and this statement Is
